“APPRENTICESHIP  AND  TRADESMEN’S 

QUALIFICATION  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order,  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  1660,  approved  July  5th,  1955,  that 
the  General  Regulations  Governing  Apprenticeship, 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Apprentice¬ 
ship  Act  ”  by  Order  in  Council  dated  February 
20th,  1936,  and  numbered  195,  be  rescinded;  and 
that,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Apprentice¬ 
ship  and  Tradesmen’s  Qualification  Act,”  the  fol¬ 
lowing  General  Regulations  be  made: — 

General  Regulations 

1.  General  Regulations  shall  apply  to  all  desig¬ 
nated  trades  and  apprenticeship  contracts  entered 
into  pursuant  to  the  Act  whether  or  not  such  trades 
or  contracts  are  covered  by  special  regulations. 

2.  The  definitions  contained  in  the  Act  shall 
apply  to  these  regulations. 

Obligations  of  an  A pprentice 

3.  Every  apprentice  shall: — 

(a)  Render  faithful,  honest,  and  diligent  service 
to  his  employer  during  the  period  of  appren¬ 
ticeship: 

( b )  Attend  regularly  his  place  of  employment: 

(c)  Obey  all  lawful  and  reasonable  demands  and 
requirements  of  the  employer,  or  those 
whom  the  employer  places  in  authority  over 
him: 

(4)  Show  due  regard  for  the  equipment  and 
goods  of  the  employer  and  avoid  damage  to 
and  waste  of  such  equipment  and  goods: 

(e)  Attend  regularly  such  classes  in  trade  train¬ 
ing  and  related  subjects  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Director: 

(/)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Provincial 
Apprenticeship  Committee,  incur  the  loss  of 
periodic  wage  increases  for  non-attendance 
at  prescribed  classes: 

(g)  Incur  the  cancellation  of  the  apprenticeship 
contract  for  wilful  failure  to  attend  such 
classes  where  such  failure  could  reasonably 
have  been  avoided:  ' 

(/i)  Notify  the  Director  immediately  of  any 
difficulty  that  occurs  to  interfere  with  the 
carrying-out  of  the  terms  of  his  contract: 

(i)  Notify  the  Director  immediately  when,  for 
any  reason,  he  ceases  to  be  employed  by  the 
employer  to  whom  he  is  indentured. 

Obligations  of  an  Employer 

4.  Every  employer  shall: — 

(a)  Immediately  notify  the  Director  when  em¬ 
ploying  a  minor  or  apprentice  in  any  desig¬ 
nated  trade: 

(b)  Provide  adequate  training  for  each  of  his 
apprentices  in  all  branches  of  the  trade  in 
so  far  as  his  facilities  and  the  scope  of  his 
business  will  permit: 

(c)  Keep  each  of  his  apprentices  employed  so 
long  as  work  is  available  for  him: 

(d)  Arrange  for  each  of  his  apprentices  to  attend 
such  classes  in  trade  training  and  related 
subjects  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Director: 

(e)  Refrain  from  employing  any  person  in  a 
designated  trade  except  a  journeyman  when 
one  or  more  of  his  indentured  apprentices 
in  such  trade  is  idle: 

(/)  Co-operate  with  the  Director  in  the  transfer 
of  an  apprentice: 

(g)  Notify  the  Director  and  obtain  the  approval 
of  the  Provincial  Apprenticeship  Committee 
before  making  any  change  affecting  the 
contract  of  apprenticeship: 

(// )  Notify  the  Director  immediately  of  any 
difficulty  that  occurs  to  interfere  with  the 
carrying-out  of  the  terms  of  a  contract: 

( i )  Notify  the  Director  immediately  when,  for 
any  reason,  an  apprentice  ceases  to  be 
employed. 
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Period  of  Apprenticeship 

5.  (1)  The  period  of  apprenticeship  shall  be  set 
forth  in  the  contract  of  apprenticeship. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  computing  the  time 
served  in  an  apprenticeship-year,  attendance  at  pre¬ 
scribed  day  classes  shall  be  considered  as  part  of 
that  apprenticeship-year. 

Hours  of  Work  and  Overtime 

6.  (1)  The  hours  of  work  of  an  apprentice  shall 
be  the  same  as  those  established  for  journeymen  in 
the  trade. 

(2)  An  apprentice  working  overtime  shall  be 
paid  additional  remuneration  based  pro  rata  on 
that  recognized  as  the  overtime  rate  for  journey¬ 
men. 

A  pprenticeship  Certificate 

7.  (1)  A  certificate  of  apprenticeship  shall  be 
issued  to  an  apprentice  who  has,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Provincial  Apprenticeship  Committee,  satisfac¬ 
torily  completed  his  term  of  apprenticeship. 

(2)  The  certificate  of  apprenticeship  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Minister,  the  Chairman  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Apprenticeship  Committee,  the  Director  of 
Apprenticeship,  and  the  employer. 

Apprenticeship  Certificate  May  Qualify  for 
Certificate  of  Proficiency 

8.  Provided  that  a  certificate  of  proficiency  is 
issuable  with  respect  to  that  trade,  the  examination 
hereafter  taken  by  the  apprentice  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  certificate  of  apprenticeship  shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Examining  Board, 
entitle  the  apprentice  to  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
with  respect  to  that  trade  without  any  further  ex¬ 
amination  or  payment  of  any  fee. 

Application  for  Examination  for  a 
Certificate  of  Proficiency 

9.  (1)  Application  for  examination,  together 
with  available  documentary  evidence  prior  to  issu¬ 
ing  a  certificate  of  proficiency,  shall  be  made  to  the 
Director  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  pre¬ 
scribed  fee  as  set  out  in  the  appropriate  Order  in 
Council  made  pursuant  to  section  19  (1)  of  the 
Act. 

(2)  Fees  for  examination  for  certificate  of  pro¬ 
ficiency  are  not  refundable. 

(3)  If  the  Director  finds  that  the  application  is 
in  order,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate 
Examining  Board. 

Examination 

10.  (1)  Examination  for  a  certificate  of  pro¬ 
ficiency  shall  include  theoretical  and  practical  tests 
of  the  applicant’s  knowledge  and  skill  and  shall  be 
so  given  as  to  best  evaluate  that  knowledge  and 
skill. 

(2)  A  certificate  of  proficiency  shall  not  be 
granted  to  any  person  unless  the  result  of  the  ex¬ 
amination  satisfies  the  Examining  Board  that  the 
applicant  is  proficient  in  the  trade. 

(3)  All  examination  papers  and  other  documents 
except  those  provided  by  the  applicant  pertaining 
to  applications  and  examinations  shall  be  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  Department  of  Labour  and  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Director.

(4)  The  Chairman  and  one  member  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum. 

(5)  The  Examining  Board  may  delegate  to  one 
or  more  of  its  members  any  of  the  functions  or 
duties  of  the  Board. 


(6)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Examining 
Board  to  examine  each  applicant  referred  to  it 
pursuant  to  Regulation  9  (3). 

(7)  The  Chairman  of  each  Examining  Board 
shall  report  the  results  of  each  examination  to  the 
Director,  not  later  than  ten  days  following  the 
completion  of  the  examination. 

(8)  Every  certificate  of  proficiency  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  appropriate  Examin¬ 
ing  Board. 

(9)  The  Director  shall  advise  each  applicant  in 
writing  of  the  result  of  his  examination.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.
